WELL AS SATISFYING 

(By John Edwin Price) 

As sincerity in the use of 
words is necessary to win the 
approval of those in a position 
to help us advance, so is hones¬ 
ty in all our relath nships des¬ 
pite the attitude of a certain 
young man. 

This young man, age 20, said 
right out loud that he didn’t 
rare about being honest* He 
wanted fine clothes, cars, a sea¬ 
shore and a mountain home and 
plentv of money with which to 
travel. 

lie sa d that his father had 
remained honest and had stuck 
in a country town all his life, 
stuck by dishonest people who 
bought of him and didn’t pay 
their just debts and by misre¬ 
presenting salesmen who sold 
him inferior merchandise at un¬ 
fair prices. 

Ip limning his country store 
on principles of honesty this 
fat In 1 had attn ned a degree of 
contentment but had remained 
poor. 

The son believed that by not 
being too honors' or let us sim¬ 
ply sav that bv being cciy/en- 
iently dishonest, — within the 
law — others attained riches 
and position and powetr; that 
their wives wore fur coats and 
the entire familv could afford 
to go places and have the bsst 
of everything. 

Tt may be said that this 


young man's attitude revealed 
itself when chief racketeers 
were still running rampant and 
much wasn’t done about wick¬ 
edness i n high places. 

Of course men have long won 
do red why some dishonest peo¬ 
ple appeared happy and rich for 
a time even, and others appar¬ 
ently for all their lives. 

“While some dishonest peo¬ 
ple prospei it is still the RULE 
that honesty pays as a policy 
and is highly rewarding as a 
principle. 

Not that honesty will win ma¬ 
terial riches regardless of abil¬ 
ity oi cireumstnces. Hut this 
is true—the honest capable per¬ 
son will on the average do bet¬ 
ter in gainingfyiosperity, fi n mis 
and inner satisfaction & peace 
than the dishonest, though cap 
able person- Years of observa¬ 
tion in many individual cases 
are sometimes necessary to 
piove this a some of our bigg¬ 
est crooks have appeared to be 
happy and have frinds of a 
sort and succeed for a time. 

The father of (lie young man 
above mentioned would prob¬ 
ably have done a little or quite 
a bit better by his family had 
ho been hard, but honest with 
certain of his customess. How¬ 
ever, we do not believe he would 
have even stayed in buisness 
had he earned the reputation of 
1 ring hardly honest. 

N\ hen a business man can 
iinues to let people take things 
<»ut of his store without paying 
lor them (when by doing with¬ 
out in some ways they could 
lyb- him) he is permitting his 
1 midity to encourage petty 
thievery and is himself rcespon- 
sible for depriving his own fam¬ 
ily of comforts which his in¬ 
vestment of past savings and 

daily hard work should entitle 
them. 

The writer may have been 
somewhat guitly of the above 
himself. For during the past 
seven years he has operated a 
store in a small town while fur-

Relief grants-in-aid to the 
provinces will lx? substantially 
reduced in 1937. Labor Minis¬ 
ter Norman Rogers told the Can 
adian Club at Toronto on Jan. 

11, in what he called an “inter¬ 
im report" of the dominion gov¬ 
ernment’s progress in dealing 
with unemployment and relief 
last year. 

“I believe these reductions 
will be fully justified by the 

t-nsion ol business recovery, 
by the marked improvement in 
municipal tax collections and by 
the improved financial position 
of most of the piovincea," the 
minister said, though he ad¬ 
mitted that some business fore¬ 
casts were too optimistic. 

All governments— dominion, 
provincial and municipal—must 
accept full responsibility to re¬ 
duce relief costs during the pre¬ 
sent year* 

NO CUT TILL SPRING 

Ml. Rogers said the giants 
will lie maintained at the pre¬ 
sent scale during January, Feb 
ruary and March and substan¬ 
tial reductions will fpllow. 

The minister reviewed the 
permanent closing last July of 
relief camps which at one time 
afforded shelter to 21.000 men 
and in th e last yeaer of their 
operation cost the government 
$9,000,000.00
